AS PRIESTS PRAYED. 


The main buildings include the 
temple of the judges of hell—also 
to be found at each monastery. An 


oblong room, with a roof much 
beamed and highly colored, a gold- 
en Buddha, with a disciple on either 
hand, and down the sidey of the wall 
‘the judges, ten of them, with their 
servants, smiling despite the horri- 
ble scenes of the ten hells painted 
on the wall behind each judge, But 
the Buddha tn the center is 
a different thing altogether. 
Chichang Postal, Buddha of hell, 
but most compassionate. In some 
of the statues there are tears on its 
cheeks. 

The main temple ts dedicated to 
the fifty-three Buddhas who 
brought the religion to Korez. In 
the middle of the room was a mass 
of roots from a single tree reaching 
from the floor almost to the ceiling. 
They were painted red, green, bive, 
yellow and pmk in radiating de- 
signs. Among them were fifty- 


three tiny patchwork quilts and on 
most of these stood gilt figures of 
varying sizes, with dragons writh- 
ing below in blue painted waves. 
The story of the foundation of the 
monastery. But alas! seventeen of 
the Buddhas were gone, little 
statues which the priests believe to 
have come down from the first cen- 
tury A.D. Last year two Korean 


men had come as pilgrims. During 
prayers, while the priests had thetr 
eves closed, they hid behind the 
roots, taking their sandalg: from the 
door. The priests, finding them 
and the sandals gone, believed that 
they had left, and locked the doors 
with the thieves inside. They opened 
the doors from the inside, bore 
away all that they could carry and 
were never caucht. The old abbot 
was bowed down by grief. They 
theught he would die. for he did 
net eat nor sleep for ten days. Now 
there is a wire about the roots and 
the Buddhas continue in safetv the™ 
triumph over the dragons.—

‘Committee of Congress, " Senator 


Borah of Idaho, writing in Current 
Opinion for March; emphasizes the 
dangers he sees in the proposed 
League of Nations constitution which 
President Wilson expects to have 
ratified, and sharply defines the is- 
sue he takes with the League to En- 
force Peace idea and its sponsors. 
“By transferring,” he says, “the 
power of the United States govern- 
ment to make war or peace to some 
superstate or tribunal not responsi- 
ble to our people and to them alone, 
you take its most vital powers out 
ef our hands and put them beyond 
our reach and control, When you 
give some tribunal which we can- 
not elect power to take our sons 
and put them in Russia or Asia, you 
finally arrive at the ultimate goal 
to which the disciples of Lenine and 
Trotzky would lead us, thereby de- 
stroying our sovereign independence 
and taking away the self-governing 
eapacity of the ople. It is imma- 
terial whether this is done in one 
Way or another; it is the ultimate 
result that I look at and reiect now 
and forever.” His recent statement 
made in the Senate to the effect that 
Bolshevism was not to:be confined 
by national livres and ‘that it con- 
stituted a threat to this country is 
vigorously defended by Senator 
Borah, who; however, sees “danger 
in exaggerating the symptoms” and 
“in heightening their dangerous as- 
pect,;mot only through measures of 
repression, but also by unduly en- 
denvoring to effect a cure by treat- 
ing symptoms. rather than admin- 
istering to the seat of the disease.” 

“Any attempt,” he writes, “to ef- 
fect changes, even though needed 
and demanded, by violent cr sum- 
mary method, is foolish because it 
is unnecessary. In this country it 
would be a mistaken, a false method. 
Thus, the bert way to combat it 
is by exposing its falsitv. What we 
need in this country is the fostering 
and strengthening of the national 
spirit, a rebaptism of national pride. 
a reconsecration to the pirposes for 
which our government was formed. 
Preach the doctrines of the fathers 
for a while and see how the Amer- 
ican people like them. Let ws take 
care of our own institutions, and 
strengthen them in the minds and 


hearts of the American people. 
Work out more just and humane 
laws, effectuate’a more equitable dis- 
tribution of our prosperity, and fill 
with greater national interest our 
whole social life. Tell our people 
anew how they are distinguished 
from all the peoples of the nations 
of the Sarth, and impress upon them 
the facts as to the liberty. prosper- 
‘ity, Independence, initiative, we en- 
joy in measure superabundant as 
compared with all other peoples and 
nations. Wher we do that We will 
plant in the minds and hearts of 
the American people, asain and 
anew, a spirit which Solshevism 
cannot uproot,” 

Senator Borah calls attention to 
the fact that Bolshevism, or what 
makes for Bolshevism, can come 
from the mansion as well as the 
street. “It is no new thing,” he de- 
clares, “its name only is new. It 
has had and still has other names, 
some of which conceal in smug. re- 
spectability the end which would be 
produced. did the insidious propa- 
ganda put forth prevail. One of 
those names is internationalism, to 
|which I am opposed as I am to the 
more apparent Bolshevism, whether 
it is clothed in b cloth or rags, 
whether it comes the form of a 
soviet government or that of a 
superstate based on force. It all 
means the same thing so far ag this 
government is concerned. Those men 
and women who meet and praise 


with pickax and dynamite at one 
pillar of the republic, while other 
men and women in more powerful 
places may be hammering away at 
other pillars of the republic. One 
would destroy it by demobilizing its 
moral forces, the other by sterilis- 
ing the national spirit. 

“We have always had more or less 
social unrest. and it might be un- 
fortunate if it were to cease entirely, 
for auch unrest gives aid in safe- 
cuarding our liberties. Every indi- 
cation of soctal unrest is not neces- 
sarily a symptom of Boishevism. 
There is danger, however, in turning 
into Bolshevism manv who are not 
Bolshevists by misinterpreting and 
labeling and endeavoring to treat 
them as such.” 

Senator Borah anticipetes his 
promised address Yo the Senate by 
defining his opposition to the pro- 
posed League to Enforce ace, as 
contrasted to the proposed League 
of Nations, the powers of which, he 
Writes, cannot be anticipated. 


PROPHECY IN A TOY: 


German Puzzle, Bought Years Ago. 
is Significant Now. 


That the Germans planned world 
conquest years before the war broke 
out is asserted to be proved by Mrs. 
Elmer Ericson of Evanston, Ill, who 
came across a puzzle belonging to 
her son, Norman, which had been 
put away in the garret for about 
eight years. 

This puzzle, of the old “Pigs in 
the Clover’ variety, consists of two 
designs within a small glass in“ 
closure. 

Upon one of these designs Prus- 
sian troops are seen invading Bel- 
and devastating France. 
Homes are in flames and the Bel- 
gian and French soldiers are shown 
in full flight, before the victurious 
Germans. Tis is represented by 
a small pit, into which three small 
balls, one of which is biack. one 
white and the other red, iaust be 
rolled to win the puzzle. . 

The other design represents the 
German eastern frontier. Here the 
Russian are being defeated by thé 
Uhians. The object of the puzzle 
on this side is to get the three balls 
into a pit at Petrograd, which, how- 
ever, is denoted by its old pre-war 
name of St. Petersburg. The puz- 
zle is called “getting the German 
colors into foreign capitals." Among 
the military devices shown is a long- 
range cannon, beneath which ig 
plainly inscribed “42 cent.” pre- 
dicting the 42 eentimeter gun, un- 
heard of then, and the bombard- 
ment of Paris.

years ago, before we moved to 
Evanston,” declared Mrs. Ericson. 
“Norman was about 2 years old and 
he cut his teeth upon it.” She was 


unable to remember exactly where 
it had been purchased, but is cer- 
tain that it was bought in Chicago. 
That his puzzle was part of, the 
Prussian military propaganda to in- 
terest German children in world 
conquest before they left the nur- 
sery is the belief of the Ericson 
family. They feel that the designs 
Plainly indicate that Teuton 
Plans, for the world war had been 
formulated before this puzzie was 
manufactured and that it was used 
to make these plans known.—([C':i- 
cago News.

Practically all the cases occurred 
among newly-arrived troops, and 
were traced to the use of infected 
shaving brushes.

Our car was at the.crest ef the 
hill, in what had been No Man's 
Land. Barbed wire entanglements 
stretched in every direction like 
wheat ficldg,. And yet wen had 
fought through them and whipped 
machine-gun” créws as. weil. 

Trenches were as plentiful and 
Varied as. chicken tracks. Some

from the national highway. 


Much of the road in the valley of 
the Meuse was very bed. The wer 
ls high and the ground marshy, Wa- 
ter frequently up to car wheel hubs. 
Valley here is from one te two miles 
wide, commanded on’ both sides by 
hills, and i¢ wes here that the two 
great armies fouzsht back and forth 
in the water, logimg thousands of 
men, But the Yanks got across! 
At 3 o’eleck in the afternoon a 
doughboy etepped from hig sentry 
box and waved us across a draw 
bridge, and we were in Verdun, cem- 
etery of Hohenzollern hopes! As 
towns go in Kurope, Verdun is some- 
thing of an infant. Its present cita- 
del dates back only some 600 or 700 
years; hence it is-rather among the 
noderns. 

The nearest thing I can give you 
as a simile is an inverted coffee 
cup on one of the old-fashioned and 
expansive soup piates. The soup 


The inverted cup 
is Verdun. 
Inside the cup, tunneled far he- 


low even the high-explosive shells,

nine without 6ome special provisions 
which will protect our national in- 
terest. 

“I strongly believe that the pro- 

league, under a constitution 
such as it now has will never gain 
the- sanction of either the Senate or 
the House,” Mr.e Osborne. “I 
never have heard either a Democrat 
or a Republican in Senate or House

|Famous Babcock-Middlecoff| 


. Litigation is Over. 


Transferred to Stockton, it is 
Now Off Calendar. 


Caused Many Quarrels; Grand 
Jury Took it Up: 


The cause of. many thrills and 
of much quarreling between prom- 
inent Los Angeles and Southern 
California club women, and of bit- 
ter charges and counter-charges 
made from the witness stand against 
ohe another, the $150,000 libel suit 
filled by Mrs. Eleanor Babcock 
against Mrs. Eliza F. H. Middlecoff 
and Mrs. Mary Gridley Braly has 
been dismissed in the courts of 
Stockton, according to word re- 
ceived yesterday by E. T. Scherer 
and George F. McNoble, attorneys 
for the defendants. 

The libel charge and damage suit, 
which had as its base a letter al- 
leged to have been written by Mrs. 
Jliddlecoff to a Mrs. Wright of this 
city. sald to have been a warning 
esainst admitting Mrs. Babcock to 
the local Ebell Club, was brought 
mm this city first in Superior Judge 
Jackson's court, over a year ago. 
It was later referred to the grand 
jury, and then a change of venue 
was asked for and granted, and the 
case when dismissdd was pending 
in the courst at Stockton, the home 
of Middiecoff. 

Alleged love letters of various 
club. women, plots and counter- 
plots, the burglary of Mrs. Bab- 
cock’s Glendale home, when she 
declared she was chloroformed and 
her personal papers searched, and 
many other features involving many 
persons, entered into the case. 
Charges that she had been called a 
“cheat” anda woman of “poor 
revutation,” were made by Mfrs. 

beock. A package of ribbon- 
tied love letters, alleged to have 
been purchased by Mrs. Babcock 
from a mining man and said to 
have been written by °. prominent 
los Angeles club woman, were al- 
so introduced. 

The letter upon which the suit 
was based alleged that Mrs. Bab- 
cock had failed to take up her part 
of a note which she signed jointly 
with Mrs. Middlecoff, end also that 
she did not pay some outstanding 
debts in Stockton. 
Plaint filed by Mrs. 
dismissed and a second complaint 
naming Mrs. Braly as well as 
Mrs. Middlecoft was filled by rs. 
Radbcock’s attorneys, W. J. Ford and 
Henry G. Bodkin. The case was 
then removed to Stockton. 

During the hearing in this city, 
Judge Jackson declared that while 
many reputable club women had 
been called as witnesses “some one 
is committing perjury.” As the 
cere went on, contradictory evidence 
Was brought out in such quantity 
that Judge Jackson directed the 
District Attorney to send a deputy 
te the hearing. 

According to Attorney W. J. Ford, 
Henry G. Bodkin, also acting for 
Mrs. Babcock, was present In Stock- 
ton when the case came up for hear- 
ing, and asked that it be dismissed, 

Mrs. Babcock at the time of filing 
the suit wae a member of the Fri- 
day Club, Regent of the 
Daughter the American Revolu- 
tion, and was well known in local 
social circles. Mrs. Eliza 
Middlecoff at one time was a mem- 
ber of the Ebell Club here and at 
the time of the hearing was a mem- 
ber of the same club in Stockton. 
Mrs. Mary Gridley Braly, also named 
in the second complaint, was well 
known in local society and a mem- 
iber of a number of women’s clubs.

' In some cases jt is possible to 
eliminate \pil pumping troubles by 
drilling a ries of 1-16 inch holes 
in the skirt of the piston. These 
holes must be spaced at equa! dis- 
tances around the skirt and under 
the lowest groove. In some  in- 
stances a scraper ring will have to 
be added for real effectiveness. With 
this series of holes, the excess oil 
is permitted to drain back into the 
crankcase, instead of working its 
way past the rings into the combus- 
tion chamber. 


One other danger there is to be 
guarded against and that is a scored 
cylinder wall. Gouges tn the cylinder 
wall the oil to 
work through theni into the combus- 
tion chamber. The only method of 
curing this is to take the cylinder 
to some concern specializing in weld- 
ing and have the trenches in the 
,metal filled in.

OIL SUPPLY 


IS LIMITED. 


That at the present rate of con- 
sumption, the time is not far distant 
when the visible supply of crude oll 
will be exhausted, and that, in a 
great measure, the world must look 
te the supply to be extracted from 
shale rock, of which there ie an al- 


rado and Utah, was the important 
statement made iast Tuesday by I’. 
E. Moskovics,. vice-president and 
general manager of the Nordyke & 
Marmon Company, at a luncheon 
given in hig honor at the Los An- 
geles Athietic Club by Al G. Faulk- 
ner, State Marmon distributor. 
“Geologists, who have the ground | 
well mapped, place the visible sup- 
ply of crude oi] at about 14,000,000,- 
00 barrels. When I visible, I 
mean producing wells anu “alds that 
are subject to more development. 
One-third of this supply is located In 
the United States, another third in 
the Mexico field and the remaining 
third in other parts of the world. 
Right now this country is using an- 
nually in excess of production about 
16,000,000 barrels, so one may al- 
most count on his fingers when the 
total supply will be exhausted,” he 
impressively stated. 

“However, we need have no worry 
in regard to the fuel eituation, for 
the Bureau of Mines, by thorough 
research work, has found a substi- 
tute for the crude that we now s«- 
cure by drilling—-end that is crude 
extracted from shale that is found 
in Immense deposits in Colorado and 
UCrah.

America’s Position. 
ERRIBLY devastated or disorganized 
conditions in much of Europe and the 
long time. that will elapse before normal 
conditions can be restored must be taken 
into consiferation by the farmers of the 
United States in arriving at a basis of 
sound agricultural practice, says the United 
States Department of Agriculture in a cir- 
cular, Crops and Live Stock Production in 
ssued from the office of the Sec- 

retary. 


The world héos not yet realize, it is stat-, 
ed. how stricken are the European coun- 


tries and ho¥ long it will take them to re- 
cover to such an extent that they can make 
their former..material contributions to the 
world’s stock. 


The European belligerents, of 
Turkey and the Balkan states, are estimat- 
ed to have lost more than 7,000,000 men 
killed and more than 14,000,000 wounded, 
many of them permanently incapacitated, 
and a burden of great numbers of widows 
and orphans has been imposed. The de- 
struction of property has been enormous. 
Industry has been disrupted. Over all of 
Central Europe there has been a tremen- 
dous social upheaval that will entail years 
of struggle before orderly processes are 


“ permanently restored. The war debt of all 


the belligerents will range from $175,000,- 
000,000 to $200,000,000,000, a per capita debt 
running from $700 in Great Britain to $200 
in Italy. 


In comparison with this, it is pointed out, 


the United States has issued from the war 


untouched and unhampered and with its 
relative industrial, financial and social po- 
sition stronger than it was five years ago. 
In view of these things the Department of 
Agriculture believes there is no need for 
alarm as to the ability of the United States 
to hold its due place in the trade of the 
world and especially as to the ability of 
agriculture to maintain its position. 

The acreage of. farm crops that will be 
planted in 1919 is problematical. The De- 
partment of Agriculture believes that, be- 
yond doubt, the spirit of patriotism and 
general war conditions were responsible for 
the large acreake in 1918. The fact that 
the stability of prices for farm products 
will be more or less in doubt will influence 
the planting programme for 1919, it ie 


* thought. 


It is pointed out, however, that the pop- 
ulation of the United States has increased 
during the war, that European markets are 
opening up for American products, that a 
considerable demand from Europe for food- 
stuffs will continue for a year or more, and 
that, in view of these facts, American farms 
should maintain as high production as local 
economic conditions and sound individual 
farm practice will permit. 


Plant a Garden. 


HERE are several good reasons why 

every family with a back yard or an 
adjoining vacant lot at its disposal should 
raise a garden. The patriotic reason still 
holds. good notwithstanding that the war is 
over so far as the fighting is concerned. 
The civilian populations of the Allied na- 
tions in Eurobe did not become any the less 
hungry when peace was declared and these 
companions in arms must be helped with a 
food supply from our bounteous store until 
they have had an opportunity to get back 
on their own feet agriculturally. That 
means that the United States must continue 
to ship enormous quantities of nonper- 
ishable products overseas, and the more 
garden stuff raised in this country, the easi- 


er it will be for us to spare the meat and the 
grain for France, Italy, Belgium and Eng- 
land. 

The home gurden can be made an import- 
ant factor in the reduction of food bills in 
the average family... They are worth all 
the more in this connection if the keeping 
of chickens or rabbits is combined with the 
vegetable raising. The true lover of na- 
ture will find a never-failing source of in- 
terest in bringing a successful garden into 
being. As a form of healthful exércise 
there is nothing to surpass diggim¢e in the 
earth with a spading fork or going after 
the weeds with a hoe. Seed men say this 
is going to be a great year for home garden- 
ing and it will be a grand good thing all 
around if it is. 


Beet Seed. 


HERE is a necessity for conserving the 
supply of sugar beet seed, according to 
adviees from Washington. There appears to 
be a sufficient quantity for the planting of 
the 1919 crop, but the necessity for protect- 
ing the supply for 1920 is sew great as to 
make impérative the strictest economy on 
the part of farmers in the sugar beet 
regions.

That fact has been recognized for years 
and is strikingly réflected in the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars annually expended 
by citrus orchardists for fertilizers of one 
kind or another. The Fruit Growers’ Supply 
Company, a subsidiary organization of the 
California Fruit Growers’ Exchange, accord- 
ing to the last annual report, alone did a 
business of nearly $500,000 in tertilizers for 
exchange members in 1917-18, not to men- 
tion the many other concerns dealing in 
products of this nature. In nine cases out 
of ten, the citrus grower who is making a 
conspicuous success is the one Who is con- 
sistently and adequately feeding his trees. 

There is, however, considerable need for 
more exact information as to the relative 
values of the different classes of fertilizers 
for citrus trees as well as to the results to 


be obtained from the use of fertilizers of the.

Sounding Soldiers. 
“Ly EY, there!” Do you want a home on 
the farm? 

This is the unique title of a little booklet 
which the Secretary of the Interior, with 
the activé co-operation of the war and navy 
departments, is sending to the various camps 
of the army, navy and marine corps through- 
out the country to ascertain the attitude of 
the men toward his plan for providing them 
with work and homes on reclaimed land. 


The booklet is in the form of questions and 
answers which give a complete and concise 
description of the plan, and also has attached 
to it a post card questionnaire which the 
men are agked to fill out and mail to the de- 
partment. Each man interested will be 
asked to state his name, home address, age, 
occupation before enlistment, whether he 
has ever worked on a farm, whether he is 
interested in the plan, what kind of farming 
he would like to follow, whether general, live 
stock, truck, or fruit, and whether he would 
be willing to take a job in his own State or 
anywhere in the United States if a job on 
one of these proposed reclamation projects 
is offered to him. 

A tabulation of the replies will be pre- 
sented to Congress in connection with Secre- 
tary Lane’s request for an initial approprta- 
tion of $100,000,000 to begin .construction on 
meritorious projects throughout the United 
States. 


SALT RIVER ACREAGE. 

It is reported by the University of Arizona 
that the Salt River project furnished water 
for 205,616 acres during the last growing 
season, the production of cotton, alfalfa, 
fruits and other crops being worth $18,000,- 
000. It is estimated that over 75 per cent. 
of the water supplied to the farmers of the 
project was stored water from the Roosevelt 


the difficulties which beset the path of the 
investigator seeking to unravel the intricate 
problems concerning the action of the fer 
tilizers in the soil. ‘While these inherent 
difficulties are many ard baffling, neverthe- 
less progress is being made all the while 
and we may reasonably expect that as time 
goes on our knowledge regarding this most 
important subject will be greatly extended, 
to the benefit not only of our trees, but of 
our purses as well. For there is not the 
slightest doubt but that in the imperfections 
of our knowledge as to their action in the 
soil as well as to lack of economical methods 
of handling and applying them, large 
amounts of fertilizers of considerable value 
are’ annually lost or wasted. 

The writer feels very strongly, however, 
that a part of this loss and wastage could be 
prevented and ‘orchardists in general be 
given a better idea of the action and relative 
values of fertilizers were what inforniation 
we have already accumulated more widely 
disseminated among those interested. 
Hence this article. The greater part of the 
data used in preparing this discussion has 
ite origin in the researches of Dr, C. B. Lip- 
man and his associates of the University. of 
California at Berkeley, and was published 


some years ago in the form of Bulletin 260 


from the State Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, now unfortunately out of print. 
FORM IN WHICH USED. 

A few words as to the ultimate form to 
which fertilizers must be reduced before 
being used by the plant, may not be out of 
place. 

Since the most careful fertilizer experi- 
ments condncted with citrus trees in this 
State have failed to show any appreciable 
effects attending the use of the elenients 
potassium and phosphorus, this discussion 
will be confined to the use of nitrogen-con- 
taining fertilizers. It is now generally 
agreed among soil scientists that the ele- 
ment nitrogen is largely if not exclusively 
taken up by plants in the form of nitrates. 
While certain plants have been shown to 
be able to use nitrogen in other forms, both 
inorganic as we! as organic, and technically 
speaking, therefore, it is only possible to 


obtain accurate data regarding the relative 
availability of different forms of nitrogen by 
making extensive testis with each and every 
specious of agricultural plant, in a practical 
way this would appear quite superfluous 
since, under norma! soil conditions, relative 
ly little nitrogen is present in available form 
other than nitrates 

It is, of course, to be understood that a 
plant food elemenur or compound ie “avail 
able” for plant use only when it is in such 
form as to be soluble in the soil water. But 
how does the nitrogen in variots fertilizers 
such as tankage, for instance, come to br 
water soluble? When applied, very liith 
indeed is in such a form. What are th 
processes through which it passes and what 
are the main conditions ‘influencing thése 
transitions? These are questions the ability 
to answer which places the orchardist in @ 
very 


select the kinds of fertilizers for his soil. 


BACTERIA NECESSARY. 
First and foremost, all the transition steps 


between the organic form and the ultimate 
nitrate, as taken up by the absorbing plant 
root, depend entirely “upon the activity of 
certain soil bacteria. Were these bacteria 
bsent the whole process would be at a 
ndstill. Practically, of course, these bac 
teria are never entirely absent but. their ac 
tivity may be seriously impaired or cut.down 
by unfavorable conditions existing in the 
soil. The most important of these unfavor 
able sofl conditions are probably lack of suf 


| ficient aeration, presence of too much or too 


little moisture, and abnormally low or exces- 
sively high tempera.ares. 

This cycle through which the nitrogen 
added to the soil in organie form passes un 


known as the process of nitrification. 
really consists of a number of sub processes 
or stages finally resulting in the nitrate 
form. When organic matter ts added to a 
soil it either decomposes by decay or putre 
faction, depending upon the amount of_oxy- 
gen present in the soil. In one case aerobic 


In both cases, however, sooner or later, most 
of the nitrogen radicals take the form of am- 
monia, This stage in the nitrogen cycle is 
called ammonification and is accomplished 
by a certain few specific bacteria. At this 
point other specific bacteria take up the 
work and the ammonia is converted to nt 
trous acid. Again another set of »acteria 
takes charge and the end product is nitric 
acid which usually is neutralized by union 
with some soil base to give a nitrate salt. 
The nitrogen is now available for plant use. 

These processes take varying amounts of 
time to go through to completion, depending 
upon the character of the fertilizer used. the 
nature of the soil to which the fertilizer is 
applied as well as other factors. The im- 
portant question from the standpoint of she 
grower is which source of organic matter 
gives the highest per cent. of the total nitro- 
gen content reduced to nitrate form in the 
shortest time and with the least loss? It is 
with the answer to this questian as applied 
t» a large number of sources of organic ni- 
trogen that the rest of this article will be 
devoted. 

CROP PRODUCING POWER. 


While the degree of ammonification can be 
considered as a measure of the deeree of 
transformation of the nitrogen in the soil to 
available form, most Investigators feel that 
the nitrification of a nitrogen containing fer- 
tizer constitutes the best test of its avail. 
ability to plants. During the last few : ears 
a number of Investigators have fairly well 
ectablished the relationship between the 
nitrifying power of a soil and its crop pro 
ducing power. Soils showing a high power 
to nitrify an organic fertilizer are found to 
Le much higher in crop producing power than 
—_ showing feebler powers of nitrification.

organic fertilizers high in nitrogen content,

BABY CHICKS, BATCHING EGGS, BREEDING 


HOW TO DETECT AND 
TREAT SLOBBERS. 


An expert rabbit breeder sends in .the 
following observations on the symptoms 
and treatment of slobbers: 

Symptoms: Flow of saliva-like fluid from 
the mouth. Cause: Indixestion. Prevalent 
among young stock where litters are too 
large. The young, failing to get nourish- 
ment from the overworked does, help them- 
selves to food from the pen, and their stom- 
achs are not strong enough to digest the 
mass. 

Treatment: Keep the patient in a cool, 
well-ventilated hutch, but sheltered from 
draughts, cold winds or the direct rays of 
the sun. See that its bowels are kept open 
by a regular supply of green food. For 
a local application wash its mouth . with 
alum and-water every ‘four hours, or rub a 
handful of powdered alum and salt, equal 
parts, well into the affected parts. Give 
half-teaspoonful doses of syrup of figs until 
the bowels move freely.

DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS. 


UCAIPA.—Hundreds of fruit trees are 
being received in the Yucaipa Valley 

now and J. B. Hundley, the horticul 
taral inspecter here, is kept busy inspecting 
the peach, pear and apple trees that have 
boen shifped in from other States, Several 
hundre@® acres are being planted to decidu- 
ous fruits now and the trees are subjected 
-to rigid inspection as failure to do so often 
results in a pest getting a start that costs 
the growers thousands of dollars to stamp 
out. The Dunlap ranch section, which 
was recently thrown on the market, is be- 
ing planted largely to pear and peach trees 
and but few apple trees are being put out 
in that section. It is felt that apples will 
‘do better on the higher ground, round 2700 
feet. Pears and peaches pay well and as 
they ripen early, reach the market at a 


season when the best price can be com-| 


manded. . Part of the Dunlap ranch is not 
being planted. but will be used for truck 
lands. On the high benches of the valley 
apple trees are. being planted and . while 
there is no way of telling now just how 
much land will be set out this spring, it 
will probably be close to 1000 acres. 


ASPARAGUS !S EARLY. 


TMPERIAL.—The first Imperial Valley 
asparagus shipment this year came from 
the acreage of R. D> McPherrin, southwest 
of Imperial, and wag made February 18, or 
four days earlier than last year, when the 
first crate went out on the 2ist. The 
asparagus, besides being earlier,’is also de- 
clared to be of a more excellent quality than 
Jast season. The following shipments have 
been made by Mr. McPherrin: Three crates 
on the 18th, three on the 20th, nine on 
the 22nd and fifteen on the 24th.

PLAN BROOM FACTORY.

In the past there has been no com- 
mercial production of this crop in this dis- 
trict.

(1.) Seed must be bought of the com-

The grower must deliver all his 
beets to the factory or aboard cars as or- 
dered by the company, the beets to be prop- 
erly topped at the base of the bottom leaf, 
and protection from the sun to be afforded 
beets in the field after they are removed 
from the ground. 

(3.) Initial payments shall be made on 
the 15th of each month for beets delivered 
during the previous month. Further pay- 
ments are to be made from time to time 
as the net selling price of sugar may war- 
rant, final payment to be made August 1, 
1920. 

(4.) The company will pay the freight 
on all beets in cars loaded to capacity. 

(5.) The grower agrees not to assign the 
contract without the consent of the com- 
pany. 

(6.) The grower may, at his own ex- 
pense, have represéntatives at the factory 
to inspect weighing and chemistry.

Sugar beets can be grown ‘profitably on 
widely-varying soils ranging from sandy 
loams to heavy adobes, providing the land 
is properly handled. Depth of soil is es- 
sential. The heavier types of soil tend to 
produce the largest tonnage, but are some- 
what more difficult to work. Soils which 
produce good yields of barley, potatoes, 
beans, alfalfa or corn will prove to be good 
beet soils. 

While sugar beets will tolerate more al- 
kali than most field crops, lands too heavily 
charged with sodium chloride or sodium 
carbonate will not produce’ good crops. A 
long season of cool weather tends to a 
heavy tonnage and a high sugar content, 
though these two conditions seldom go to- 
gether. If the tonnage is high, the sugar 
content is.generally low.

Still, 
the immediate reason for the ofl overstock 
is held to be the lack of restriction on im- 
portation of oriental oils, which are com- 
ing in at the rate of a billion gallons a 
year, or three times the ordinary impor- 
tation. 

T. W. McDevitt of the Phoenix Cotton 
Oi Company has returned from a meeting 
at Washington of 200 representatives of 
organizations interested in cottonseed, in-* 
cluding farmers, gleaners and dealers, crush- 
ers, refiners, lard substitute manufacturers 
and wholesale grocers, the conference 
called by the Food Administration. There 
was determination that on January 1 the 
general condition of the cottonseed fndus- 
try was normal, as compared with the same 
date the previous year. The only appre- 
hension has come through accumulation at 
some points of seed and oil, the uncertainty 
of the Food Administration stabilization 
programme and the receipt of large amounts 
of foreign oils. It was recommended that 
the oriental oils be placed under embargo 
till the present emergency has been passed, 
that lard substitutes for exportation de 
manufactured almost golely of cottonseed 
oll, that the Food Adminietration function 
till completion of the marketing of the 
present crop, that foreign magkets be 
opened as speedily as possible, that seed be 
purchased especially where there is con- 
gestion, It was agreed that there should 
be the highest degree of co-operation. be- 
tween the interests represented at the meet- 
ing. 

While the California cottonseed meal mar- 
ket is understood to be well supplied, there 
is no lack of demand for meal in Arizona 
or Texas, the price in the latter State being

The Kafirs lead in many places in both 
grain and forage production, and being of 
an astringent nature, and constipating in 
effect, are best used in connection with 
alfalfa and other laxative roughages. Next 
to Kafir, Milo is the most important of this 
class of plants, and in some of the more 
arid districts is said to outyield the Kafirs 
and is somewhat superior to the Kafirs as 
a feeding grain. Unlike the Kafirs, it has 
a beneficial laxative effect on the bowels, 
which renders it especially desirable as 
calf or poultry feed. | 

The greatest use can undoubtedly be 
made of these crops through the silo, utiliz- 
ing the heads, stalks and all. As for real 
feeding ‘value, there is about 40 per cent. 
of the feeding value in the stalk, and it 
seems like a great waste to see a sorghum 
field beheaded and the stalks left to go 
back to the ground. © 


FEEDING HOGS. 

For hog feed as a growing ration, 
sorghum should be fed in conjunction with 
middlings, oil meal, milk or tankage, or a 
small amount of leafy alfajfa hay chopped 
and mixed in the‘slc’. For fattening hogs, 
it should be fed similar to Indian corn, ex- 
cept, as has been stated, it should either be 


ground or soaked twenty-fours hours ahead, 
as it becomes very flinty and hard and 
much of it would pass through the animals | 
undigested. 

By crossing and selecting, varieties are” 
being developed which are sited to the 
different districts where climatic conditions 
are variable. There is a splendid field for 
work along this line and everyone making 
a practice of growing grain sorghums 
should make a habit of. going into the field 
at ripening time, before the main crop is 
harvested, and selecting such heads for 
seed purposes as meet a standard of excel- 
lence. Things to be sought far are high 
yields and uniform height. To get high 
yield, pick the largest, most compact, well 
filled heads. To get more uniformity in 
height, select only from plants of medium 
growth, avoiding both the very short and 
very tall plants, 

SOIL PREPARATION. 

The preparation of the soil for these 
crops is much the same as for corn. , The 
aim should be to secure a free, firm and 
moist seed bed, and 
the rainfall is light and water scarce. This 
can be accomplished best by plowing the 
land as long as possible before the planting 
of the seed, and by harrowing the surface 
thus plowed frequently to put the sojl in a 
good physical condition. Making a good 
seed bed is even more essential than with 
corn, 

It is a rule that we can safely follow that 
the smaller the ‘seed to be planted, the 
more essential the need of thorough prep- 
aration.

There are no particular dimiculties tn 


the improvement of sorghumse by breeding, 
as they are pollinated by the wind the same

| more. Whatever strain you wish to propa- 
gate, keep it as pure as possible, and by 
selection from year to year from your own 
fleld, you not only will improve the yield 
and quality, but will secure a strain abso- 
lutely adapted to your own local soil and 
climatic conditions. Sweet sorgh , broom 
corn and Sudan grass mix readily With the 
grain sorghums and should be grown quite 
a distance away. 


TIME TO PLANT. 
The time to plant will vary to some ex- 
tent with the location and kind of soil, and 
like corn, which is a warm weather~plant, 
planting should not be done until the soil 
and atmosphere are quite warm. On irrt- 
gated land seeding may be delayed until 
the middle or last of June, using it as a 
second crop following grain, or grain hay, 
or other spring crops. The commen method 
of planting is to use a corn planter, fitted 
with sorghum seed plafes, and drill in 
rows three to three and one-half feet apart, 
and the seed from four to six inches in the 
row, The Milos stool profusely and for 
that reason should be more heavily seeded. 


Care in every case should be given to see 
that the seeds are placed in contact with | 
moist soil, which will usually be at a depip | 
of from two to three inches, and well cov- 
ered. Good cultivation and care should |

A certain farm-equipment dealer has one 
record customer who buys a new binder 
every three years, and who, at one time, 
was in debt for three binders which he pur- 
chased in a period of seven years. This 
farmer uses a ready-made apple tree as a 
shelter for his grain harvester. When one 
tree rots he plants another. And although 
he and his family’ work hard, he is always 
paying last season's debts with next year’s 
income. Why isn’t he successful? 

If the agricultural implements which have 
rusted and rotted to pletes in fence cor 
ners and barnyards could be placed end to 
end, they would probably stretch from here 
to infinitum. Approximately $100,000,000 
constitutes the annual loss due to lack of 
care in handling farm machinery~a tribute 
to catch-as-catch-can methods. The aver 
age farmer will sit up all night to save the 
life of a day-old calf or a litter of pigs and 
think nothing of it, yet the samé man will 
begrudge the time aff, labor necessary td 
hau] valuable tools from the fields to proper 
shelters. 

Winter is an opportune time for taking 
inventory of farm machinery resources, as 
well as account of essential repairs and rec 
ord of implement condition, says the rural 
engineering division of the United Siates 
Department of Agriculture. Repairs should 
be ordered and put in place as soon as re- 
ceived. Machines should be gone over 
thoroughly and prepared for the coming 
season. All adjustments should ‘be made, a 
plentiful supply or various sized bolts, nuts 
and screws sould be secured and every- 
thing got in shipshape order for the rush 
season of spring work. 

Winter is the time. also. to sharpen plow 
points and disks and to touch wp the dull 
harrow teeth. The cultivator shovels should 
be sharpened, as blunt points and worn 


Warrow teeth are highly inefficient and will. 


not perform satisfactory work. All worn 
parts should be renlaced and the machines 
placed in A-1 condition fo- field service. In 
spike-tooth harrows, teeth should be re- 
versed fn the clamps if worh only .on one 
side, while if both points are dull, they 
should be removed and resharpened by 
forging and  retempering. Spring-tooth 
harrow teeth should ,be handled similarly, 
while the discs or disc harrows should be 
edged. Mowers, reapers, and binders should 
be overhauled and put in order for a 
strenuous campaign.

or ordering repairs. Plows, leters, har- 
rows, rollers, drags, seeders, drills, planters, 
cultivators, mowers, binders, headers, hay 
rakes, hay loaders, stackers, wagons, racks, 
engines, and horse power or belt-driven ma 
chines such as separators, silo cutters and 
feed grinders are the implements in most 
common use. It is suggested that each 
implement be inspected for badly worn or 
broken parts to determine what parts should 
be repaired and those that must be re 
placed with new ones, 


As a reminder for ordering new parts and 
in overhauling the machine, make a list for 
each implement of the parts to be repaired 
or the new parts to be bought: also any 
special tools necessary im making these re- 

airs. Put down the name of manufac- 

urer, year bought. and the number of the 
machine if it is knbwn. (If orders are sent 
to the factory be sure to specify the cata 
logue, pattern, or casting number of the 
Order repair parts early, as the 
dealer may not have them in Stock. 


Winter 1s also the best time to make 
plans and preparations for any building 
which js contemplated. This will assure the 
presence of the niaterial when needed, and 
will! often permit the making of favorable 
contracts which would be difficult to con- 
summate later on, when the rush of spring 
work begins. As the coming season prom- 
ises to be a Stes. one in the building line. 
every farmer who wishes to build is urged 
to “shake a leg” and get his plans under 
way. 

Now is the time to prepare hog houses 
for the spring crop of pigs. Repair where 
necessary, so as to minimize pig mortality 
due she.icer. Thousands of 
new pigs are lust each season due 
to unsatisfactory housing. Weatherproof 
houses will save many.

JOIN ASSOCIATION. 


At the regular monthly meeting ‘of the 
Southern California Traction Engine 
implement Dealers’ / ssociation; held at the 
Hotel Alexandria last Friday evening, two 
new members were voted in.

I give my personal opinions for what 
they are with regard to the political situ.

training given by newspaper work to get 
at facts, I consider they have more value 
perhaps than that of the mere traveler 
or business agent. 

' Japan is composed of 4000 small 
islands and three and one-half large 
ones, the half being Sakhalin, which was 
ceded by Russia after the Russo-Japanese 
War. The islands were formed by vol- 
There is little soil except 
what the Japanese have made. They 
raise their rice and they eat jAsh—natu- 
rally they are all fishermen, living as they 
do by the sea. They raise some silk 
worms, a little cotton, but practically all 
their raw material comes from China or 
elsewhere, near at hand. She is fran- 
tically building ships, for by those alone 
—like England—does she live, and must 
continue to live in future. Korea Japan 
had to have, and now she is taking over 
Manchuria. She must have this mainland 
or she is lost. 


Japan Doomed Because of 


Her Little People. 
APAN has no chance at all in the future 
for eXtistence, in my judgment: England 
made herself master of the world by subju- 
gating inferior peoples. She has been a 
great little subjugator In that way and she 
has left nothing for Japan except Korea— 
which Japan has now. Japan may acquire, 
but can never hold Manchuria or Siberia.

So let us turn from Japan. — 

In Seattle nearly three years ago I 
set out to study the report of the port 
warden.

GOT my figures segregated, compared

me to open offices in Vladivostok, Siberia, 
and I sailed from Vancouver on board a ship 
with little other freight but T.N.T. 

After twenty-two days on the extreme 
northern sea rovte, where we sailed close to 
the Aleutian islands and looked into Behring 
Strait, | landed in Viadivostok; then my 
troubles began. 

The man whom we had selected as Asiatic 
manager refused to serve. He was quite 
willing to take the salary, but laid down on 
the job.

Now, to be in a great city teeming with 
activity and not be able to ‘understand a 


good old United States of America 
which linguists never can wond*;stand, 
then he says, “the candy is to sweeten 
your tea,” and you drink ycur tea without

And suppose you start to order polled 
water. You have forgotten the words, 
You gnash your teeth and walk the six 
‘blocks again and beg your kind linguist 
.to write it In Russian, and a few other 
necessary phrases, such as “I want 
sheets” (in Russia you don’t get them 
unless requested.) You number your 
phases and when you go back you point 
them out to your servant, as you wish 
things, and he bows; and you begin to get 
over your sweating and get a chance to 
think of the business in hand, interna- 
tional trade. Creat! 


The Di#iculties of Finding 
a Real /aterpreter.

“a Russian, who had lived five years 
in Hawaii, was found to act as interpre 
ter. He was good--until you really 
wanted to say someiling, tlien he'd say, 
“but I don’t know how to say -that.”

T SOUNDS almost like a joke, doesn’t 
it?

“The children are, in fact, a bit disap- 
pointed if the invitation to some frolic or 
treat interferes with these family evenings.

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WILD ANIMALS ARE 


ANY people think that it is possible 


to become a trapper by buying « 

set of traps, taking them to the 

backwoods and baiting them. These 
people sometimes try that plan to their sor- 
row. Trapping is a highly developed science, 
it takes years of study and the possession of 
that sixth sense called woodcratft. 

The fur-bearing animals of the Canadian 
Northwest are a clever tribe, some of them 
are so gifted in the strategy of the woods 
‘that even the most wily trapper seldom cap. 
tures them. They have well thought out 
methods of defense. Beavers, for instance, 
never think of building their houses without 
placing sentinels at vantage points. It is 
well-nigh impossible for a human being to 
surprise them. Wolverines are even craftier. 
They are the wisest animals of the Northern 
Rockies and trapping them is so difficult that 
most trappers do not try it. 


A wolverine is about the size of a full- 


srown Airedale: He can be tracked very 
easily because he is the only small animal 
having a dew-claw. He has five toes and 
this dew-claw always identifies him to the 
experienced eye. He lives alone, has gray 
fur and is quite fierce. I have used the fol- 
lowing method to advantage in trapping 
him. 

First smoke the trap so that no trace of 
human smell remains on it. Then take 


bacon and pork rinds and toast them. The 


toasting gives the meat a different scent and 
provides the very best bait. Next build a 
box of logs, about two feet square, leaving 
the top open. Put the trap inside, unset, 
and with it stones and old pieces of iron. 
Run the bait through a sausage grinder and 
mix it with the stones and iron. Then go 
away for several days. 

Mr. Wolverine will soon get the scent of 
the bacon rind. He -will lift the trap out 
carefully and deposit it on the ground near 
by. Then he will pull the tron and stones 
out. When you return you will find your 
bait all gone. 

You collect everything he has thrown out, 
replacing it, and adding more bait. Again 
you do not set the trap. A No. 6, double 
spring trap, is used. Repeat this several 
times so that the wolverine becomes used to 
the trap and does not fear it. Then set it 
and you may get him. But even with all 
that preparation he may outwit you. 

When the trap is finally set you 
toggle to the chain so that he can 
trap a short distance. If you tile 
to something stationary he is likely f 
himself to pieces and if you don't tie it at 
all he'll carry off your trap , 


A toggle is a stick three or four feet long | 


and about one inch thick. The chain of 
the trap is fastened to the middie of it. Then 
when the wolverine is caught he will start 
through the woods dragging the trap and 
toggle. The toggle catches in bushes and 

trees and retards his progress. He won't 
’ travel more than a quarter of mile at most. 

I once caught a wolverine in a marten trap 
by mistake. He must have been very care- 
less. When I came up he was standing 
up with one front paw in it. He waited for 
me without a sound, just looked at me. ‘! 
didn’t want to shoot him, so I hit him on 
the head with a club, meaning to stun him. 
Instead I knocked him out of the trap-—he 
was held only lightly—and he ran off, un- 
hurt. You see he had. been saving himself, 
not tugging at the trap, but trying to figure 
some way that he could get away without 
wounding himself. I solved the problem 
very easily—he didn’t leave a trace of blood. 


Wolverine Hardest 
Animal to Tame. 


T impossible to tame wolverines and 

almost impossible to keep them in cages. 
They'll chew through steel unless it’s quite 
thick. They had one in a zoo at Banff, 
‘Can.; he crept upside down along the 
top of his cage, chewed a hole through the 
thick steel wires and climbed through. He 
went throngh-the town, killed seven dogs 
and got away. 

Wolverines go around hollow logs a great 
deal and I have set traps for them in the 
logs. In each case the wolverine took hold 
of the trap’s chain and jiggled the trap 
around until he sprung it. Then he ate the 
bait and walked off. 

In one case wolverines entered a cabin 
that another trapper and I occupied in the 
Canadian Rockies, ransacked the place, ate 
all the food they could, including that which 
was In cans, and scattered the rest outside 
the building. They even took my cun ar! 
teposited it on the ice of a lake rear b». 


~ 
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They make a practice of robbing traps and 
will sometimes drive a trapper out a certain 
territory. 

Marten and nfink make tracks of about 
the same size, but while the mink is gener- 
ally found in the lowlands near water, the 
marten is in the mountains and seldom 
comes below an altitude of 5000 feet. To 
the inexperienced eye the tracks of these 
two animals look exactly alike, but the 
trapper would be able to tell the difference 
even if the animals inhabited the country 
of the same altitude. How? Well, in no 
way that [ can tell you definitely, but in

numereus slight differences. That where 
woodecraft comes in. | 

The marten makes tracks just as if he 
were walking on two feet. He steps in his 
front tracks with his hind feet. The lynx 
does the same thing, so does the mink. But 
the mink takes a longer jump. in the mar- 
ten tracks one track is always slightly in 
front of the other. 


The marten is the shyest animal of the 
north woods. I have trapped hundreds of 
them, yet in years sperit in the woods I have 
only seen iwo live martens outside of traps. 
Yet they are not crafty and it is easy to 
trap them. Their pelts are light and easy 
to carry, and are valued highly. I trap for 
marten more than any other anmial, 

They are about as big as small terriers. 
They are brown in summér, but in winter. 
the trapping season, their fur turns black. 
They live in trees, hide in the shadows, and 
are so sensitive to the approach of man that 
you can pass through a country that is alive 
with them and never know they are there, 
except for their tracks and other signs. 

Marten may be caught in a home-made 
snare, which has a loop that tightens 
around the animal’s neck, or a No. 0 spring 
trap may be used. The bait is placed behind 
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the trap and is so arranged that the marten 
has to step in the trap to get it. 

The snare is made by first cutting a notch 
four inches deep in a tree, about three or 
four feet above the ground. The bait is 
placed in the notch and the snare, consist- 
ing of a loop of copper wire, is in front of 
it. Chips are placed at each side so that 
the animal will have to put his head through 
the noose to get the bait. The copper 
noose is fastened through a staple, which 
ie driven into the tree just below the notch, 
to a toggle below. Itt is arranged so that 
the weight of the noose is thrown on the 


Canadian trapper. 


toggle as soon as the animal goes after the 
bait. 

Marten are fery quick, they have sharp 
claws and they can run upside down on a 
wooden ceiling. When captured alive they 
have to be kept in steel cages. 

Beavers are quite easy to track and trap, 
but the season has-been closed on them for 
several years. As a result they have lived 
undisturbed in the north woods and have 
multiplied rapidly. The season opens again 
in 1920. — 

Beavers live in swarms, and they build 
their houses partly under and partly over 
the water. The houses have rooms In them 
big anough for a man to stand upright in. 
Once these houses are disturbed by men, if 
they are entered by being opened at the top, 
the beavers desert them and build new 
homes. 


The first step in the building is to cut 
trees. Beavers do this very skillfully with 
their teeth, and they can place a falling 
tree in the same manner a woodsman does. 
{ mean they will cut it so it will fall in the 
desired direction. But sometimes the wind 
spoils their plan just as it causes a tree that 
a map hes chopped to fall in the wrong 
direcnion. ‘then the beavers make an 


awful row, scold and squeal so that you can 
hear them for a long distance. Agpd they 
start all over again and cut another tree. 

If the tree falls in the right direction, 
which is always toward the stream that they 
are trying to dam, the next step is to cut it 
into shorter lengths. Then they sink ft to 
the bottom of the stream, and cut more logs 
to put on top of it. They build a dam in 
about the way that men build them, and 
they put up their houses nearby, above the 
dam. 


Beaver Uses Dam for 
Food and Barrier. 


HEN they use the dam for food. That 
is they eat the bark of the logs after 
it has been thoroughly soaked and seasoned. 
While they are building they establish their 
sentinels ‘on the shore in all directions. If 
a@ man or a larger animal approaches the 


'-gentinels jump into the water and slap it 


with thelr taile and the swarm makes for 
cover. 

beavers are very good eating. Their 
pelts are dark brown, and soft and silky. 
They are light in weight and almost round 
when stretched. They bring very good 
prices 


The fisher is one of the most difficult of 
the smaller northern animals to trap. It is 
a little bigger than a marten, black, and 


- lives on roots, shrubbery and fish. 


The first step in trapping them is to shoot 
a caribou. This is done near where the 


fisher tracks are quite numerous. The trap- 


per does not go near the caribou, however, 
that is not within thirty or fifty feet of it 
He wraps his bait, which is toasted bacon 
rind, in a snowball, and throws it up alone- 
side of the caribou. [If he went near the 
fisher wouldn’t touch either the caribou or 
the bait. Each day he returns and throws 
bait toward the caribou. Finally he notices 
that the fishers have been eating the bait. 
Then he places his trap on a pole, sets and 
baits it, and deposits it near the caribou. 
The next day his patience may be rewarded 
by a catch. 
Ermine is Weasel in 
His Winter Coat. 
NOTHER of the small, fur-pearing ani- 
mals that is trapped in large quantities 
in the Northwest is the weasel. A greai 
many people don't know that the despised 
weasel and the beautiful ermine are one and 
the same. The ermine is simply the weasel 
wearing his winter coat. 

A weasel is about as large as a big squir- 
tel. He lives on mice in the flelds and for- 
ests, and hangs around ranches. Children 
do most of the trapping for weasels, using 
small steel traps, for the pelts are so smal! 
that it hardly pays a professional trapper to 
go after them. 

In the north woods the weasel turns white 
in the winter and has a black tail. Most 
people give him a wide berth because of his 
unpleasant smell and it seems curious that 
this little outcast should move in such good 
society once he is skinned.

are that the sane adult knows what sort of 
food, and how much, fs good for him. If he 
does not, and because of swinishness fades 
from the mundane scene, no matter.” 

Unfortunately, this is not so. If men led 
normal lives they would know when they had 
enough, as do wild animals. Men eat from 
hatfit, often not because they are hungry, but 
because it is meal time. 

The mother overeats while she bears a 
child, under the false idea that she must “eat 
for two.” whereas the weight of the child 
does not average half an ounce a day for the 
peMod of pregnancy. Then, from birth, the 
child te fed too often and too much, so that 
the habit of eating until a feeling of ‘‘full- 
ness” results is firmly established. 

For every person who is injured in health 
by the overconsumption of alcoholic bev- 
erages, more than 1000 are made sick 
through overeating. Yet we hear much of 
the former evil and little of the latter. In- 
surance statistics show that those who are 

“much overweight never die of old age. Ex- 
cessive flesh is truly a disease. Al! tables 
of weight are too high. 
Among causes of overeating are these: 

The habit of eating of sloppy foods, wash- 
ing down food with liquids, too much va- 
riety at a meal, and last, but not least, a 
lack of organic salts in cooked foods, which 
deficiency leads people instinctively to eat 
more than they should, in order to supply 
these necessary mineral elements to the 
bod 

The most effective cure for overeating is 
to eat perfectly dry, and never to eat more 
than two or three foods at a meal. This 
includes bread and potatoes. 

In many cases the craving for food is 
not natural hunger, but an unnatural) mor- 
bid appetite, due to the irritation caused 
by undigested food in the stomach and an 
acéumulation of feces in the colon. In such 
cases, if you take an enema of tepid water, 
and sip slowly a glass of cold water, the 
unnatural craving of food will disappear. 
Consultants and correspondents continue 
*. t9 ask me how much of this, or that, or the 
’ otffer, they should eat at a meal. No ope 
but an ignoramus or a faker would attempt 
to answer this. It depends altogether on 
circumstances, and on the condition of the 
body At the time—on weight, size, the pow- 
er of digestion, occupation, climate and s0 
forth. At one time you may with benefit 
eat half a pound of food, while at another 
time half an ounce woula be a _ poison. 
However, as 99 per cent. of civilized people 
eat ‘oo much, you are reasonably safe in 
eating less than more than you think you 
should. Eat half as much as usual and 
chew twice as long. So shall you improve 
your health and lengthen your life. 

“J may add that frequent eating does 
mere harm than overeating. That ts to 
say, it is less harmful to eat two pounds 
of food in,one meal a day than it is to eat 
half a pound four times a day. In the 
latter case the digestive crgans get no — 
and the digestive juices are not there to 
prepare the food for assimilation. 

Overeating affects different people in dif- 
ferent ways. If you have a strong diges- 
tion, you turn the surplus into fat, or waste 
matter, and by and by you go off suddenly, 
through a “mysterious dispensation « of 
Providence,” in the shape of apoplexy, or 
something of that kind, 


“tt, on the other hand, you are so fortn- 


nate as to have a weak digestion, the 
trouble remains ‘n the stomach. -You are 
a confirmed dyspeptic, and make life miser- 
able to all around you, and you may live 
to be 100 or more. I need scarcely remark 
that you need not choose either course. 
As to the symptoms of overeating, here 


is an extract from a book by Rl. Ab, ir", 


saker, M.D.: 

“Those who eat too much will have one 
or more of the following symptoms: Mud- 
dy complexion, yellowish or grayish skin, 
pimples or blotches, boils, itching of the 
skin. a tinge of green or yellow in the white 
of the eyeball, frequent colds or catarrh, 
coated or pale tongue, canker, sour or acid 
stomach. gas in the stomach or bowels, 
drowsy feeling after some of the meals, that 
tired feeling, a dull feeling upon ariging in 
the morning, bad taste in the mouth in the 
morning, distaste of water in the morning, 
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a heavy, dull feeling ina the morning. op- 
tression of head or headaches. These are 
symptoms of a system clogged and cloyed 
with food. Séme of these symptoms, but 
not all, are present in every individual who 
overeats. Obesity (fatness) is de a 
symptom of overeating.”

Deadly Drugs. 


A FRIEND of mine, in the prime of life, 
had a slight attac of “heari trouble” 
~caused probably by gas pressure, due to 
fermenting food, ‘and that caused by wrong 
diet. He was given a “heart stimulant” and 
in thirty minutes he was dead. 

These “heart stimulants”—atropin, strych- 
nine, digitalis, etc., are all dangerous. To 
give them when the heart is affected is 
often fatal. When M.D.’s use them with fa- 
tal results the “accident” is covered up. 
Where they ate bought at a drug store the 
death may bring a brief newspaper com- 
ment. 

~In heart disease the organ requires above 
all things rest. To prescribe rest and heart 
stimulants at the same time could only oc- 
cur to the bacteriological brain of an “ethi- 
cal” medicine man. 

It is ludicrous to see efforts to forbid the 
sale of claret and beer, and even “near- 
beer,” when any médical graduate may pre- 
scribe these deadly drugs.

Government Arranges for Nitrate. 


Owing to the high prices due to the de - 


mand in the manufacture of explosives, 
only a comparatively small amount of nitrate 
of soda was used for fertilization last year, 
and consequently the soils throughout the 


country have become depleted in nitrogen. 


To remedy this, the United States govern- 
ment has made arrangements for sufficient 
ntirate to supply farmers with that which 
they require at $81 per short ton at the 
point of loading, the farmer having to pay 
freight charges. Application blanks will be 
sent to county agents and local committees 
shortly, and distribution will be made 
through the Bureau of Markets, under the 
Food Control Act.
